Britain Acts Sunday 


Great Britain came off the gold 


standard Sunday and closed the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange Monday—for the 
first time since the panicky days of 
the World war. 


The discount rate of the Bank of 


England was put up to 6 per cent for 
the first Ume in the nation's history 
except for war periods. 


This precipitate action was taken 


after the foreign demands for gold 
had carried the gold balance of the 
Bank of England down to 650 million 
dollars, perilously low in view of the 
amounts only recently loaned it by 
the United States and France. 


Britain's gold standard act was 


adopted in 1844, suspended during 
post-war Inflation in 1919, but re-es- 
tablished in 1925. 


Under the act, anybody could go to 


the bank with currency and demand 
gold. Now the government may re- 
fuse the demand. The gold standard 
act fixed the value of an ounce of 
gold as not less than $18.68 English 
money, or between 77 shillings 9 pence 
and 77 shillings 10'/£ pence. 


Started In Holland 


Premier McDonald was called back 


from his country estate, Chequers 
hurriedly Sunday following a panic 
on the Amsterdam Bourse Saturday. 
Trouble had been foreseen by the

Cotton Eases Off 
During Last Week 


3-8 Cent Lower for Period 


Ending Sept. 18, U. S. 


Report Shows 


MEMPHIS.—(U. S. Department Ag- 


riculture)—The cotton market during 
the period September 12 to 18th was 
fairly active with quotations at the 
end of the week about 3-8c lower 
than the close of the week before. 


Demand seemed to be spotted, rang- 


ing from only fair ot good. The basis 
for spot cotton was said to be irreg- 
ular being easier in some market to 
firm in others. This condition was 
said to be largely attributable to the 
continued slow movement of the crop 
coupled with inquiries in some sec- 
tions from merchants for 
covering 


early new crop commitments. 


Inquiries seemed to 
be • centered 


largely on the white grades strict low 
middling and above in lengths 7-8 
inch and 15-16 inch. 


According to the Weather Bureau 


for the week ending September 15th | 
he weather in the cotton belt was un- ' 
usually favorable for picking and gin- 
ning but notwithstanding harvest was 
indicated generally as rather slow. 


There were local reports of produc- 


ers storing their cotton without gin- 
ning. 


Average price middling 7-8 inch on 


the ten markets September 18th 5.79c 
compared with 6.06c September llth 
and 10.19c on the corresponding day 
previous season. 


Reported sales of spot cotton by the 


ten markets for the week amounted 
to 223,401 bales compared with 235,716 
for the like week last season. Exports 
to September 18th this season amount- 
ed to about 500,00 Obales, against about 
850,000 for the corresponding period 
last season. 


According to the Bureau of Census 


domestic consumption for the month 
of August amounted to 425,819 bales, 
compared with 352,626 for August 1930. 


According to the same source the 


quantity of cotton on hand August 31 
in domestic consuming establishments 
amounted to 840,000 bales compared 
with 1,000,000 on same date a year ago, 
and in public storage and at com- 
presses there

4,400,000
